G.S.H.. 463 (E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section ( 1 ) of 
section 43 of the Arms Act 1959 (54 of 1959) and clause (1) of article 256 of the 
Constitution, the President with the consent of the State Government of Sikkim 
entrust to Government the functions of the Central Government under the provi¬ 
sions of the Arms Act, 1959, the Arms Rules, 1962, and the notifications mentioned 
in column 1 of the Schedule below subject to such conditions as are specified in 
column 2 thereof and also to the general conditions hereinafter mentioned 
namely 

(a) that the State Government shall, in the exercise of these functions, be 

subiect to the supervision and Control by the Central Government. 

(b) that the State Government shall observe the policies and instructions 

laid down by the Central Government and shall not enunciate new 
policies or issue instructions inconsistent with those of the Central 
Government without the prior consent of that Government. The 
entrustment is limited to the territories under the administration of 
the State Government and is without prejudice to the overall juris- 
direetion of the Central Government.
